25. (New) The vibration table of claim 22, wherein the vibration table is constituted 
by at least two single elements, as the bed box for vibrator, which is constituted by side plates, 
bed plates and the flange, constitutes a first element, and where the top plate with ribs, 
consisting of the top plate with the ribs and of the reinforcing ribs projecting down from the 
underside of the top plate and the mounting flange, constitutes the second element, and wherein 
the vibration table is fonned subsequently by bolting/welding together of the first and the second 
elements, respectively. 

26. (New) The vibration table of claim 22, wherein the vibration table, which is 
constituted by a top plate with a number of ribs and plates projecting down from the undereide of 
the top plate forming a four-edged box, of which two opposite sides are bed plates, four pieces 
support holders, disposed close to each comer of the vibration table for mounting balance blocks 
and a balancing weight block, is constituted by one element. 
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REMARKS 



Reconsideration and allowance are requested. 

Applicant appreciates the indicated allowability of claims 6 and 12. The above 
amendments include the subject matter of the allowable claims (6, 12) in the independent claims 
(15 and 22) making all the pending claims allowable. Newly added claims 15-26 comprise the 
subject matter of the original claims and address the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 issues in die office action. 

Claim 15 is similar in scope to claims 1 and 6. Claims 16-19 are similar in scope to 
claims 2-5 respectively. Claims 20 and 21 are similar in scope to claims 13 and 14 respectively. 
Claim 22 is similar m scope to claims 7 and 12. Claims 23-26 are similar in scope to claims 8- 
1 1 . No new matter has been added by the above amendments or by the present response. 

The amendment to the specification sitnply removes reference to specific claims and adds 
the subject matter of each of those claims in the respective areas where referenced. Regarding 
the terms "i.a" on page 4, they indicate "inter alia'* which means namely. 

This amendment places all the claims in condition for allowance.
